'ederal Reserve board to influence 
irectly and indirectly, the credit sit- 
ation throughout the country is 
ow being demonstrated. 
The board through its statement 


Wednesday warned that high money 
rates were interfering with the leg- 
itimate needs of business. Construc- 
tion which depends on low money 
rates is receding from previous 
months. The cost of borrowing Is 
rising and the business man is com- 
plaining. 


For many months the board has 


struggled with the problem, trying 
as it did last summer to issue warn- 
ings that the loans for speculative 
purposes being made by member 
banks of the federal reserve system 
were fundamentally wrong and that 
the amount borrowed for such pur- 
poses should be cut down. 


But the banks themselves appeared 


to heed the warning and large cor- 
porations with surplus funds were 
able to use their funds indirectly for 
speculative purposes too by lending 
it out at call. 
* 


Now, 
however, the Federal Re- 


serve board has called a halt. Just 
what measures it can take to enforce 
its views is a matter -of much con- 
jecture. The board has a tenuous 
hold on member bank policies. 
It 


can of course bring about the rais- 
ing of the rediscount rate but that In 
turn may hurt business borrowing 
even more. It could begin a process 
of differentiation between loans for 
speculative purposes and loans- for 
commercial reasons. That is a hard 
thing to do, too, anu last summer 
when investment bankers were con- 
fronted with the high money rates 
there was talk of making a distinc- 
tion between money borrowed for 
business expansion and money to be 
used in the stock market Nobofly, 
however, has been able to devise a 
plan that would do what the Fed- 
eral Reserve board asks the banking 
world itsejf. to So. 


FUNDS ABE DIVERTED 


So far as the board is concerned it 


does not view the broker loans them- 
^selves as dangerous because they

Detroit, Mich.—OP)—Edwin Denby, 


former secretary of 
the navj and 


one of the figures whose political ca- 
reer was abruptly terminated by the 
Teapot Dome scandal, 
died at h-s 


home in the Whittier 
apartments 


here Friday morning- Death resulted 
from a heart attack. 


Denby, one of the most 
popular 


figures in public life at the time of 
the oil scandal, 
was 59 years old. 


While he had 
been in poor health 


during recent weeks, announcement 
of his death Friday morning was a 
distinct shock to his friends here. 


Following his resignation from the 


cabinet the "sea-going secretary of 
the navy" as he was termed, return- 
ed to Detroit and resumed his bank- 
ing, industrial and legal activities. 


Although he virtually was compell- 


ed to resign from the cabinet as a re- 
sult of the Teapot Dame affair, Den- 
by did not attempt to place any of 
the responsibility that was charged 
to him upon the shoulders of an\ one 
else. Blamed mainly for agreeing to 
the leasing of the naval oil reserves, 
Denby insisted his action had been 
for the best interests of the country. 


Denby arose as usual shortly be- 


fore 1 o'clock Friday 
morning but

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BUILDING CRUISERS 


A sharp difference of opinion exists 


throughout' the country over the ex- 
pansion of the navy provided 
for in 


the cruiser bill which congress nas just 
passed. It has""been reflected in the 
rather violent controversy 
over the 


subject in the senate. Provision for the 
construction of fifteen additional cruis- 
ers in three .years follows closely upon 
confirmation by..the senate of the Kel- 
logg treaty renouncing war.. 


The. inconsistency in the two acts 


can be explained only on the assump- 
tion that the government at Washing- 
ton has no faith in the Kellogg treaty 
or is determined to force,the issue of 
disarmament upon Europe. The latter 
is the natu'ral and logical explanation. 
On this, -basis the authorized expan- 
sion of the -navy .may. be justified. It is 
not because of an absolute require- 
ment by the United States of addition- 
al naval protection. The naval strength 
of all countries is relative, not abso- 
lute. Congress has authorized fifteen 
additional^ cruisers because 
GreaT 


Britain has "V very much larger ntim-, 
ber, with.^qual strength in capital 
ships. If'%*eat Britain and the other 
countries would" reduce"; their naval 
forces in accordance with the desires 
.of.the United-States we would not 
build the additional cruisers. 
^ 


President -Coolidge wished to elim- 


inate the time limit of three years for 
the construction of the cruisers, leav- 
ing it open to him to sanction their ac- 
tual building as he might see fit. It was 
the president's belief that a "disarmar 
ment agreement with Europe might be 
reached under which the naval expan- 
sion would jiptr be necessary. Congress 
declined to .accept his recommendation. 
We are not in sympathy with the paci- 
fists who iypuld expose the country to 
danger byV-iaadequate measures of 
self-defense. :,There are extremists who 
have no sound conception of interna- 
tional affairs and the possibilities of 
war. They shut their, eyes to all of the 
. elements which may produce war and 
which are still active and which must 
be reckoned wkh. They are the kind 
who touch wood and hope for the best. 


On the other hand, jt, may be wiser 


to follow the president's judgment. He 
is at all times in closer contact with 
international situations than the sen- 
ate can possibly be. When he makes a 
request of jiat kind he .does it for a 
good reason. It is a historical fact that 
the judgment of all of our competent 
presidents has in the main been of a 
much higher and mote reliable order 
than that of congress. The leadership 
of an able .president is invariably to be 
preferred to political .leadership in eith- 
er the house or-senate. 
On the more 


important questions, on practically ev- 
ery great question, where there was a 
difference tetween congress and the 
president, the latter has been right and 
congress wrong. The president, there- 
fore, is the1 safer guide. 
We think 


throughout; his administration 
Mr. 


Coolidge's judgment has been con- 
spicuously superior to that of con- 
gress. 


The time limit in the cruiser bill was 


the essence-of the measure. It is im- 
portant not because it provides for the 
immediate construction of fifteen ad- 
ditional cruisers, but because of its ef- 
fect upon the international situation 
with respect to disarmament If it is 
the better way to force disarmament, 
»well and good. The president docs not 
think so. He wants the fifteen addi- 
tional cruisers only on condition that 
Europe cannot be persuaded to reduce 
its naval equipment 
He was of the 


opinion that he could bring about dis- 
armament as well without the 
time 


limit clause as with it. But congress 
got into a highly agitated state of pa- 
triotic fervor, and waved Old Glory 
until the eagle screamed. Our anglo- 
phobes got in their licks and helped to 
swell the jingo strain. 


There are many newspapers and in- 


numerable golitkians who think they 


know better how to conduct the gov- 
ernment at Washington than the pres- 
ident. We think the cruiser bill should 
have been enacted, for if Europe does 
not change its policies we must expand 
our navy. 
There is no other course 


open to sanity and security. 
At the 


same time, however, it seems to us it 
was the part of congress to defer to the 
president's 
wishes because 
of the 


simple fact that the consequences are 
highly and delicately international at a 
time when the executive branch of the 
government is endeavoring with all of 
its resources to obtain disarmament 
through diplomacy. 


WISCONSIN NEEDS 


CONSERVATION 


The other day we noted an 
item 


that-the state conservation 
wardens 


are to wage a^war against illegal com- 
mercial net fishing in Lake Winne- 
baga The story went on to state that 
this illegal., practice-has been in vogue 
for years and has been winked at by 
the authorities. Whether they are facts 
or not it is a fair illustration of the 
methods of conservation of fish and 
game in Wisconsin. Everyone knows 
that conservation is not thorough and 
never has been. Everyone knows, for 
instance, that before the bass season 
opens many persons from this vicinity 
go up to the peninsula waters and take 
bass in large numbers. 
Everyone 


knows that pike are taken illegally 
from the Fox river. Everyone knows 
that game can be purchased in season 
and some of the time out of season. 


In addition to this we have not en- 


joyed a consistent legislative policy. 
The legislature is always tampering, 
with the fish and game laws, changing 
them, amending- them and repealing 
them. Some of these acts are favors to 
localities and some of them are 
the 


product of politicians.- In fact, practi- 
cally the whole of the conservation re- 
gime has been dominated by politicians 
and is always amenable to politics. In 
the last ten years there has been a rap- 
id decrease in nearly all domains of 
wild life in Wisconsin. Estimates of 
the number of remaining deer are un- 
doubtedly exaggerated. The lakes and 
streams andi bays yield a constantly 
decreasing supply of fish. 


What Wisconsin has needed for 


years is constructive conservation, the 
kind of real conservation that pays no 
attention to selfish interests, to politi- 
cians with strings and pulls, and that 
does its work scientifically and 
fear- 


lessly, unmindful of petty and destruc- 
tive criticism. .We are not arguing 
against the conservation 
commission 


as it now exists and is organized, nor 
the present legislature. 
We are ad- 


dressing ourselves to the question of 
conservation on its merits. The con- 
servation commission can be criticized 
and it can be defended. So can much of 
the legislation enacted 
at 
Madison. 


Nevertheless, both policies and discus- 
sion are so much involved in 'politics 
that the results are negative. Possibly 
Gov. Kohler will find time among his 
many other duties to give this subject 
his attention. Genuinely constructive 
conservation is an urgent need in Wis- 
consin and it ought to be provided for 
without further delay. 


CLARK'S THEORY 


It is a startling new theory of man's 


origin that Dr. Austin H. Clark, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, recently pre- 
sented. 


Dr. Clark denies the 
Darwinian 


theory of the descent of man. He does 
not believe we have any kinship with 
the ape, and doubts very much that 
the "missing links," beloved by evolu- 
tionists, are really, missing links at all. 
Man first appeared, he says, in some- 
thing very like his present form, and 
has changed very little. 


During the next few years we may 


be assured that Dr. Clark's new theory 
will undergo the closest sort of scru- 
tiny by other scientists. 
It may be 


years before the final verdict is re- 
turned. Meanwhile, the very fact that 
he presented it is- one more proof of 
the fact that science, at its best, is not 
wedded to any one rigid theory and 
does not close its eyes to evidence 
which may contradict 
its previous 


findings, 


It will be interesting to see what Dr. 


Clark's fellows say about his theory.

PROMOTION SYSTEM 


FOR ARMY AIRMEN 


Furlow Bill to Reorganize 


Service May Become Law 
at Present Session 


BY RODNEY DUTCHES 


Washington — If Colonel IJnd- 


bergh's recommendations concerning 
aviation cany any particular weight 
to congress, the Furlow bill to rec- 
ognize the services and risks of 
army aviators by a better promotion 
system, probably will become a law 
at this session. 


- Officers of the air corps through- 
out the country are Intensely Inter- 
ested in the bill. It Is threatened 
that a considerable number of them 
will resign and enter commercial 
aviation, as many have In the past, 
If the bill does not go through. The 


_. measure, passed by the 
house. It 
. now with the senate. 


Sponsored by Congressman Allen 


J. Furlow of Minnesota, the bill 
provides a separate air corps promo- 
tion list for all air corps officers be- 
low colonelcy. Flying officers could 
be promoted to first lieutenant after 
three years of commissioned service, 
to captain after seven years, to 
major after 12 years, to lieutenant 
colonel after 20 years and to colonel 
after 26 years. Officers would be 
eligible for retirement after 30 years 
service. 


LINDBERGH'S REASONS 


Lindbergh, in a signed statement 
that Furlow read in the house be- 
fore that body passed the bill, said 
promotion stagnation had caused a 
serious situation in the corps. 


"The average army air corps offi- 


cer is holding a command far above 
his rank," Lindbergh explained. 
"His prospect of promotion is dis- 
couraging, and the 
opportunities 


offered by commercial aviation are 
far greater than those of his army 
life. Military flying is more hazard- 
ous than commercial flying and will 
become more so as safety appliances 
are developed which cannot be used 
in combat plants. Also, the physical 
strain on an army pilot in carrying 
out military missions is not compar- 
able to that of commercial transpor- 
. tation. It is of .utmost necessity at 


the present time to take steps toward 
building up the morale of our air 
corps if we expect to maintain its 
past standard of efficiency. Rank 
commensurate with command is of 
prime importance. Unless steps are 
taken to relieve the present situation 
we will lose many more of our offi- 
cers in the near future. In my opin- 
ion a separate promotion list will 
accomplish much in building up an 


. efficient air corps in the United 
States. 


NON-FLYERS GET POSTS 


With about 8 per cent of the 


army's officer personnel, the 
air 


corps has 40 per cent of the peace- 
time casualties. Without a separate 
promotion list, the post of an officer 
killed in a plane crash is nearly 
always filled by an officer of some 
other branch than the air corps. 


Because the air corps 
officers 


averaged considerably more tune in 
training during the war than others, 
they find themselves heaped at the 
bottom of the promotion list, with 
an exaggerated proportion -of 
first 


lieutenants far away from elevation 
to captaincies or anything higher. 
The average first lieutenant receives 
a base pay of $2,500, with ^60 per 
cent additional for flying. "v 


"World war pilots," Furlow says, 


"are still serving as first lieuten- 
ants, charged with responsibilities 
normally- given to captains, majors, 
lieutenant colonels'and even colon- 
els." 
j 


FUTURE NOW LIMITED 


"Morale is low because a first I 


lieutenant cannot look for anything 
better than being a captain or may- 
be a major, by the time he must re- 
tire. The bill gives accelerated pro- 
motion to young flyers while they 
are giving the best years of their 
lives to the service of their coun- 
try." 


Furlow explains that the bill 


would not apply to any, non-flying 
officer. 


He points out that all but one of 


the round-the-world army flyers have 
resigned from the service since their 
famous flight a few years ago and 
cites other facts to show that some 
of the nation's most valuable aviat- 
ors have been leaving the service to 
accept responsible positions in civil 
aviation. He believes that as many 
as 100 officers are likely to resign in 
the near future if some remedy isn't 
applied to their condition.

URGED FOR RADIO 


Believe Supervision Would 


Be Better if Licenses Were 
Extended ^ 
Wwshingtoti^W)—One of the ma- 


jor changes in the provisions of the 
radio lawA suggested by 
Louis G. 


Caldwell, general counsel of the fed- 
eral radio commission, is the exten- 
sion of the life of broadcasting li- 
censes. 


The present maximum term of a 


license is three months while un- 
der the orifinal 
radio act it was 


three years. 
Stat.on owners have 


been urging that the period be made 
longer so that their business may be 
for a year or more would enable a 
broadcaster to obtain his program 
material and advertising contracts 
for that period, giving him a feelfng 
of security essential to any success- 
ful business, they say. 


Mr. Caldwell, however, gives a 


new reason for granting longer li- 
censes, its necessity from an admin- 
istrative point of view. 
"I under- 


stand'of course the desire of congress 
net to permit the situation in the 
broadcast band to become 'frozen'," 
he said. "And construed by the com- 
mission, the law provides for chang- 
ing the frequency, power and hours 
of operation of stations during the 
term of license after a hearing held 
upon application for modification of 
the license. 


"In the present situation, more 


than 6(}0 license applications must 
be received, filed, examined and pass- 
ed upon every three months and a 
corresponding ^ number of 
licenses 


must be issued during the last 30 
days of that period. This creates ^ 
difficult situation from the point of 
view of,the necessary clerical work 
alone.

ured blow was his Mary Ann. The 
only trouble with it was that his op- 
ponent could see it coming a mile 
away, and this enabled a clever man 
to jump out of danger's path. Moran 
and his right hand constituted a big 
cog in the White Hope tourneys of 
Jack Johnson's reign. 


Moran and Johnson met at Paris 


in 1914 just before the start of the 
World War, and for 20 rounds the

PROGRESS IN RADIO 


Commission Should Handle 


Only Controverted Cases, 
Lawyer Says

Washington, — The passing shvf 


of radio is moving so swiftly that !(• 
regulation by federal authorities if 
lagging far behind tfce scientific d* 
velopments and Its progress hinden* 
.ed. This Is the view of Colonel Nan* 
ton Davis, vice president and genei ' 
al attorney of the Radio Corpor 
tion of America, who is having hi* 
inning before the Radio Committee* / 
of Congress. 
* 


Painting a fantastic picture of the _ 


unparalleled developments of 
the * 


various branches of radio, Col. Davis 
feels that the Radio Commission i* 
not the proper agency to administer 
radio but should be the quasi-judicaJ 
body that the original radio act pre- 
scribed -and handle only the contro- 
verted questions growing out of th* 
administration of the commerce de- 
partment. The commission, he holds, 
is over burdened with Its judical 
functions and cannot keep the regu- 
latory end of radio administration 
moving. 


The public, the industry and th« 


United States itself would be bet. 
ter served if the regulation of radi» 
were divided, in'Col. Davis, opinion. 
The commerce 
department could 


have one officer delegated with the 
authority to handle the adminis- 
trative functions, and handle them 
fas*, with the controversial mat- 
ters turned over to the commission 
as the appellate body. 


So explosive is the progress of ra- 


dio that changes in rules and regu- 
lations must be ma y constantly if 
the art is to be properly governed. 
The radio commission, says the R. 
C. A. official, was given one year to 
clean up radio, but at the end of 
that year it found itself just as far 
behind as .it was when it undertook 
the problem. Now at the'end of its 
second year it is in the same pre- 
dicament. 


A large number of international 


controversies are facing this -coun- 
try, because of conditions existing 
in both broadcasting and radio tele- 
graphy, Col. Davis says. While the 
commission is tackling the many an- 
cient problems before it, other coun- 
tries are .going" ahead with the allo« 
cation of trans-oceanic wave lengths, 
and get them by prior use. This 
claim of prior-use at present is the 
only one recognized in international 
radio negotiations and unless this 
country speeds up its wave lengths 
allocations in the important trans 
oceanic field, it willl find that there 
will be nothing left. 


Members of the Interstate Com- 


merce committee, holding hearings 
on the White Bill to extend the com- 
mission's administrative life another 
year, differ with the views of CoL 
Davis. The concensus seems to be 
that the commission can |;are for 
both the administration and judicial* 
ends of radio regulation for the time 
being.-Division of these functions be- 
tween the commission and the com* 
merce department merely •would en- 
tail duplication it is said. 


That the Department of Justic* 


now is considering whether it should 
bring a suit to dissolve the Radio 
Corporation because of alleged vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws, is ma<l» 
known through the committee. Col. 
Davis was asked by Senator Dill of 
"Washington, -whether any such liti- 
gation now was pending, but the lat- 
ter disclaimed official knowledge.
